DESCRIPTIVE SUMMARY:  The Special Master initiates proceedings in the contested cases
associated with the U.S. Bureau of Land Management claims pursuant to Public Water Reserve
No. 107, consolidates the related contested cases into Contested Case No. W1-11-1174, and
announces a prehearing conference.

CASE INITIATION AND CONSOLIDATION ORDER

This matter coming before the Court on the objections filed to the 1991 Final San
Pedro Hydrographic Survey Report (“Final San Pedro HSR”), and after considering the
comments filed in response to a prior order, the Special Master orders the following:
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1. Contested Case Consolidation.  Certain objections were filed to the watershed
file reports (“WFRs”) listed in Attachment A that are part of the Final San Pedro HSR.  A
separate contested case was originally set up for each listed WFR.  Because each WFR is
associated with claims filed by the U.S. Bureau of Land Management pursuant to Public Water
Reserve No. 107 (“PWR 107”), Contested Case No. W1-11-1174, each contested case
listed in the caption and in Attachment A is ordered consolidated with Contested Case No.
W1-11-1174.

2. Contested Case Designation.  The objections filed to the WFRs listed in
Attachment A will be resolved as part of In re PWR 107 Claims, Contested Case No. W1-
11-1174.

3. Purpose of Order.  This case management order begins proceedings in this
contested case and sets the time, date, and location for the first prehearing conference for the
organization and scheduling of the case.

4. Litigants in the Contested Case.  Until otherwise ordered, the litigants in this
contested case are:

a. The claimant/owner U.S. Bureau of Land Management – Safford District.

b. All persons who filed objections to the WFRs listed in Attachment A.

The inclusion as parties in this contested case of lessees, allottees, or permittees of land
reported in the listed WFRs will be determined at the prehearing conference.  The Special
Master will ask the U.S. Bureau of Land Management to provide a list of names and addresses
of lessees, allottees, or permittees associated with these WFRs. In the absence of any issues
regarding these parties, the list may be submitted at the prehearing conference.

Attachment B is the Court-approved mailing list showing the litigants.  If your name or
address is incorrect, contact the office of the Special Master to make changes.  All documents
filed in this case must be served on each person or entity listed on the Court-approved mailing
list for this case, which list may be modified from time to time.

5. Prehearing Conference.  You or your attorney are ordered to attend a
prehearing conference, held under the provisions of Rule 16, ARIZONA RULES OF CIVIL
PROCEDURE, for the purpose of determining the following:

a. Need for and a schedule for filing amended statements of claimant
b. Need to update and scope of updating of WFRs
c. Role of the Arizona Department of Water Resources in updating WFRs
d. Schedule for filing new or amended objections
e. Identifying legal or procedural issues, if any, that merit briefing
f. Schedule for briefing selected legal or procedural issues
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g. Use of a settlement process to resolve objections related to water right
attributes or other objections that may be amenable to settlement

h. Need and methods for the discovery of information
i. Schedule for subsequent proceedings, and
j. Any other matters that would expedite the disposition of this case.

The prehearing conference will be held as follows:

The conference will be conducted by the Special Master and will be recorded.  The
litigants should bring their copies of statements of claimant, the watershed file report, and the
objections.  No pleadings need to be filed in advance of the conference.  Neither the Special
Master nor the attorneys for any other party can give you legal advice about your claims or
objections.  If you desire legal assistance, you must contact an attorney.

6. Discovery Stayed.  The discovery of information pursuant to Rule 26 and the
disclosure of information pursuant to Rule 26.1, ARIZONA RULES OF CIVIL PROCEDURE, are
STAYED until further ordered.

The Special Master wishes to hear suggestions to avoid inefficient and wasteful
discovery, and from ADWR its capability to provide a central repository of information.
